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A Constructive Plan 


An official of the Quebec department 
of agriculture outlined to a gathering of 
eastern farmers a plan to develop a large 
scale cattle-fattening industry in the east- 
ern provinces, using western grain as 
feed. This might, he thought, grow into 
a very important. branch of farming in the 
older provinces, requiring 100,000,000 
bushels, or twice that amount, of west- 
ern feed grain each year. 

For many reasons it would be prefer- 
able that the fattening should be done and 
the feed consumed in the west, and the 
opening of the United States market will 
undoubtedly stimulate an expansion of 
both breeding and feeding on the prairies. 
But there is little likelihood that the west 
will in the near future be able to make use 
of the entire amount of coarse grains 
produced here, the quantity being certain 
to increase because wheat-growing is not 
now profitable. A market for the sur- 
plus, capable of absorbing any such quan- 
tity as suggested, would be a timely and 
welcome source of revenue for the west- 


ern farmer.

“Are You Willing?” 


Just to make the record clear, and 
show exactly what their answers mean, 
here is the direct question asked Chancel- 
lor Hitler and Premier Mussolini by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt: 

“Are you willing to give assurance 
that your armed forces will not attack 
or invade the territory or possessions of 
the following independent nations: Fin- 
land, Estonia, Latvia, Lithuania, Sweden, 
Norway, Denmark, The Netherlands, Bel- 
gium, Great Britain and Ireland, France, 
Portugal, Spain, Switzerland, Leichten- 
stein, Luxemburg, Poland, Hungary, Ru- 
mania, Yugoslavia, Russia, Bulgaria, 
Greece, Turkey, Iraq, The Arabias, Syria, 
Palestine, Egypt and Iran?” 

There is no possibility of dodging this 
direct question, and the answer will carry 
its own plain meaning, whatever the an- 
swer may be. An affirmative reply would 
open the way for a cessation of the arma- 
ment race, the resumption of interna- 
tional relations on the wholesome basis of 
assured peace, and a resolute tackling of 
the economic difficulties with whieh all 
nations are now cursed. Anything other 
than an affirmative answer means the 
continuance of fevered armament-build- 
ing, apprehension, and stifled trade. 


A Red-Blooded Canadian 


If Mayor Houde of Montreal speaks 
for a majority of the people of Quebec— 
and he claims to—Hon. Ernest Lapointe 
is doing a fine bit of service to the cause 
of national security in openly combatting 
the views of the Mayor on Quebec plat- 
forms as well as in parliament. For the 
Minister of Justice is taking no middle- 
of-the-road course in respect to Canada’s 
duty to arm in its own defence, or its duty 
to give support to Great Britain should 
war be forced upon the old country by 
the totalitarian allies. 

In the English-speaking provinces it is 
not necessary to defend either of these 
proposals, they are self-evident obliga- 
tions, which have the instinctive approval 
of the overwhelming body of public opin- 
ion. But it has been asserted very posi- 
tively and openly that people in Quebec 
are in the main Fascist in thought or feel- 
ing and would give their moral support to 
Britain's assailants. 

Mr, Lapointe either does not believe 
this to be true or does not believe it should 
be true; and he is appealing, as only he 
can appeal, to the common sense of his 
compatriots to stand with their fellow- 
countrymen both in the matter of prepar- 
ation for self-defence and in that of back- 
ing Britain should it be attacked. He de- 
serves admiration both for his opinions 
and for the courage to actively preach 
these in direct opposition to the Houde 
neutrality propaganda. 


Ten Days’ Respite—Perhaps 


The world will have to wait until Fri- 
day of next week to learn whethe: Messrs. 
Hitler and Mussolini will permit it to en. 
joy the ten-year respite from war and 
threat proposed by President Roosevelt 
Unless, af course, the dictators answer in 
the meantime by grabbing some more 
territory, That possibility is not. to be ig- 
nored, Their records forbid an unquali- 
fied assumption that they will commit no 
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further acts of aggression in the mean- 
time. 

Remembering that the newspapers of 
Germany and Italy are maintained as 
spokesmen for the Nazi and Fascist 
chiefs, the present indications are that the 
President's proposal will be refused. In 
both countries the kept press appears to 
be exceeding its previous achievements 
in the output of abuse for Mr. Roosevelt. 
This, however, is not conclusive. News- 
papers of that type can, and do, change 
their tune as easily as gramaphones of 
the mechanical type. They are no doubt 
expressing the resentment of their mas- 
ters that the President should have con- 
fronted them with so embarrassing a 
questién as to their intentions. But that 
these will, on sober second thought, refuse 
to accept the proposal, is another matter. 
In the language of Mr. De Valera, who 
cannot be accused of anti-Hitler bias, ‘Is 
it possible that it should be rejected?” 

To normal minds that surely is not 
possible. But Herr Hitler is not normal. 
His course cannot be predicted on the 
basis of considerations which sway men 
of balanced judgment. And Hitler is the 
man who will dictate the joint reply of the 
allied dictators. Unless, again, Musso- 
lini—who is by no means a fool—has de- 
cided this the time to cast off the tow- 


rope.

Current Comment 


A New Situation 


LONDON.—President Roosevelt's peace ap- 
peal has the full approval of Canada, Australia 
and New Zealand, the Daily Telegraph (Con- 
servative) said today. 

“Mr, Roosevelt's invitation to peace has not 
much to hope for,” the editorial said. “The time 
for mediation which the Fuehrer has imposed 
on himself suggests, however, that he may not 
intend to return a flat negative. 

“No doubt it is evidence of the solidarity of 
the Rome-Berlin axis that newspaper reactions 
at both ends are in the same strident key. 

“It should be as agreeable to Mr. Roosevelt 
as it is to the people of these islands to know 
that his bold and timely effort to avert the 
calamity of a world war has the whole-hearted 
approval of Australia, New Zealand and Canada, 

“Indeed, the reaction in the totalitarian states, 
not less than those in other parts of the world, 
clearly demonstrate that Roosevelt's message 
has created a new situation. It has fortified the 
fearful by introducing an additional and sim- 
plifying factor into the international equation.” 

The Daily Herald (Labor) said: “What Herr 
Hitler proposes to say on April 28 must at this 
stage be speculation. At first glance there would 
stem to be little point in adding any reply to 
that already delivered by German newspapers. 

“They have unloosed upon the United States 
such a flood of abusive fury that nothing seems 
left tosay. Yet the utterly unrestrained violence 
of the attack upon the president's appeal is an 
indication that the Nazis have managed to sense 
both the real support it offers to peaceful 
nations and no less real menace it holds for those 
who plan evil.” 


The Fascist Press 


ROME.—The editorial tone of the Fascist 
press indicated today the Italian response to Pre- 
sident Roosevelt's appeal almost certainly would 
be unfavorable. 

Fascists said the replies of Premier Mussolini 
and Chancellor Hitler, to whom the Roosevelt 
message was addressed, would be co-ordinated 
and jdentical in content, 

They doubted, however, that I Duce would 
follow the Reichsfuehrer’s lead and call a meet- 
ing of the Fascist grand council or the Chamber 
of Fasces and Guilds to announce his reply. 
Hitler has summoned his Reichstag for April 28 
for the purpose. 

Mussolini was believed to have discussed the 
Italian attitude toward the Roosevelt appeal with 
Hitler’s chief aide, Field Marshal Goering. The 
Nazi leader left Rome Monday afternoon to re- 
turn home. 

The Fascist press charged Roosevelt's appeal 
did not represent the views of the American 
people, that it violated diplomatic procedure, 
and that it should not be taken seriously. 

Foreign observers believed Mussolini was 
irritated especially by the widespread publicity 
the Roosevelt appeal received. Fascists ex- 
pressed particular indignation over the presi- 
dent's action in making the message public al- 
most simultaneously with its delivery. 

Mussolini's own newspaper, Il Popolo d'Italia 
of Milan, commented: 

“Sound international practice requires and 
history teaches that any initiative designed to 
regulate relations between peoples must be made, 
if it is to be taken seriously and entertain the 
slightest hopes for success, with due reserve, in- 
viting the calm examination of responsible gov- 
ernments, and not by unleashing the morbid 
curiosity of the public.” 

Il Messagero said it was “an act of war” 
which “fits into the general offensive promoted 
by the plutocratic democracies against the pro- 
letarian nations.” 


Penal Reform Advances 


Parliament has enacted the bill providing for 
the appointment of a Penitentiary Commission. 
There is reason to believe that Hon. Ernest 
Lapointe, Minister of Justice, will appoint the 
three best available men to the commission, and 
the way will then be open for a great step for- 
ward in the modernizing of our penal system. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that the govern- 
ment will keep the objective steadily in view, of 
establishing more intelligent, reformative treat- 
ment of prisoners, and will not be astisfied with a 
little progress. We have a very great dea] to 
learn from Great Britain, which has advanced 
far beyond us in dealing with this important 
sociad problem. 

There are great possibilities of progress in 
Canada, and the government will be expected 
to take all necessary measures to secure the 
more successful] results that are being obtained 
elsewhere. 

If the government and its commission are 
thoroughly in earnest they will not be satisfied 
with the divided jurisdiction in penal adminis- 
tration in Canada between the Dominion and 
the Provinces. A system controlled entirely by 
the Dominion, with proper segregation and other 
modern principles adopted throughout, would be 
much more efficient, and fortunately there are 
no constitutional difficulties to prevent this 
change being made. 

Such progress as is now in sight is due to 
active public interest, and it is very necessary 
that that interest should be maintained —Win- 
nipeg Free Press, ‘

It looks, at the moment of writing, as if 
Europe has gained a respite from war for a few 
weeks, though no plighted word is worth heed- 
ing. Before invading Albania and bombing its 
people, Mussolini had given his solemn word to 
keep peace with Albania. It was backed by his 

signature to the Pact of Paris 
RESIITE AIDS and the Anglo-Italo treaty. 
DEMOCRACIES Yugo-Slavia and Greece, hav- 

ing received his solemn word 
that he will respect their boundaries, are keep- 
ing troops on their frontier, 

He has given his solemn word once more to 
Prime Minister Chamberlain, that he will ob- 
serve his previously-broken solemn promise to 
withdraw his armies from Spain. Blood still 
not being cheaper than water in Britain, the 
British minister has withheld action in the 
Mediteranean. The value is not in Mussolini's 
promise, which will probably be broken or 
evaded, but in the proof that the aggressor 
nations, despite their braggadocia, are not 
anxious for war with the allied democracies. 

Every week of delay reduces the aggressor's 
chances. Their only hope was in a sudden and 
treacherous attack on the civil populations, 
bombing London as they had bombed cities in 
Spain and threatened to bomb Prague and 
Dantzig. 

Lord Beaverbrook positively asserts there 
will be no war now the democracies are armed 
and ready. He says—and it has the ring of truth 
—that the last thing Hitler wants is a stand-up 
fight. He is not a soldier; he is a talker. If war 
came, its conduct would pass to the German 
army who would then govern the Reich, Hitler 
would sink into the obscurity of silence and 
suffer the hatred of the German people for 
bringing them the sufferings of war Therefore 
he will shrink—writhing in anger and abusive, 
maybe—from engaging in war where victory 
cannot be quick and certain. 

Suffer the democracies would in the first fury 
of onset, but the end would give them victory. 
And that would be the end of Hitler and Nazism.

There seems to be an open season for notables 
in the criminal courts of New York since Thomas 
A. Dewey became State Prosecutor. A couple of 
mammoth-salaried radio comedians who funked

THE TEST OF jewels for their wives, have been 
HONESTY smartly fined, finger-printed and 

ordered to report to the parole 
officers monthly. The wife of a Supreme Court 
judge, a second offender in the game of smug- 
gling expensive clothes and fine jewelery, has 
been sent to prison for three months, in addition 
to being fined $2,500 and held for customs pen- 
alties, 

Former Senior Judge of the Second US. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals (Justice Manton) is out on 
bail awaiting trial on several charges of corrupt- 
ing justice in his court. He is alleged to have 
obtained sums totalling over $400,000 from liti- 
gants in his courts for reversing decisions in 
their favor involving large amounts of money. 
In one of the cases cited, the lawyer who 
allegedly acted as go-between in making the 
financial arrangements has pleaded guilty. A 
highly paid police judge in New York City has 
been dismissed for corruption on the bench—the 
Bar Association is now seeking to disbar him. 

In providing large salaries for judges and 
making their positions permanent during good 
behaviour, the theory has been acted upon that 
thereby they are made proof agzinst temptation. 
But all these men received salaries and emolu- 
ments very much greater than our own judges 
in Canada and it didn’t keep them above sus- 
picion. Perhaps there is no substitute for innate 
integrity; no bribe that will make a man honest 
or dishonest against his nature. 
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Mention of Prosecutor Dewey for the efficient 
work he has done in exposing political racketeers 
and probing allegations against men in high 
office, may be oft repeated in years to come. His 
name has been overwhelmingly selected by the 
: Washington political correspond- 
ents for the presidency in suc- 
cession to Franklin Roosevelt. 
He was defeated for the gov- 
ernorship of New York recently, but is regarded 
as the likeliest candidate to carry the country in 
the next presidential election.

notwithstanding. Had ‘Hitler known 
then what he knows now we should 
be at war now despite all that 
Mr. Chamberlain could have done. 
Chamberlain played for time and 
got it. At a cost, of course, and a 
heavy one, as he has admitted. But 
he was not ready then, and the 
British people were not able to see 
in the Sudeten question a menace to 
themselves, any more than they did 
in the case of Servia in 1914. Cham- 
berlain evidently thought that the 
Sudeten claims made by Germany 
had some show of reason, as did 
other close observers. Chamberlain's 
policy of appeasement rested upon 
his belief, since “gone with the 
wind”, it is true, that Germany's 
desire to include extra territorial 
nationals in the Reich could be met 
and satisfied by peaceful negotia- 
tion Even yet he seems to take the 
stand that the matter of Dantzic can 
be settled by talks between Poland 
and Germany, and is willing to let 
the Poles arrange matters with Hit- 
ler if they wish, always provided 
that there is no threat of force by 
Hitler 

Chamberlain did not want to 
fight Germany at Munich, and does 


not now, and who does? But, and) 


mark this, while he did not like 
Hitler's tactics and knew the de- 
mocracies were not prepared, he 
wisely determined to be stronger in 
the future, and to get ready for the 
future, just in case. And has he 
done it? Well, whatever you think 
of the yre-Munich preparedness 
program in Britain, the post- 
Munich re-armament progress nas 
surely given us far better fighting 
chance than we had in 1938. 

Of course, to effect this, there 
was the loss of the potential Czech 
military power in March last. On 
the other hand that coupe of Hit- 
ler's has opened -the eyes of all the 
world, as well as Mr, Chamberlain, 
to the fact that Hitler is not only a 
bully, but a liar and a cheat. That 
act served to unite the democracies 
behind Mr. Chamberlain. It swayed 
opinion in the United States over- 
whelmingly to his support, much 
more than Mr. Eden's visit, useful 
as that was. Chamberlain never 
wanted Germany to march to the 
east beyond Sudetenland, He has 
made this clear by offering Poland 
British assistance against any Ger- 
man aggression, and by sinking his 
personal aversion to sitting in with 
Drang Nach Osten.

{t was in trusting Hitler to keep his 
word; but Chamberlain did at least

Opponents who 
were bidding so strong, and a part- 
ner who couldn't overcall a one no 
trump response, no biddable suit in 
her hand, and only one-plus honor 
trick—she was resigned to letting 
the opponents get vulnerable on the 
first hand, because she ‘never holds 
cards’ and her partner wasn't 
strong enough to put in a bid

My correspondent's point about 
“players who ure licked before they 
start” is certainly well taken. We 


all have met many of this type. In- 
cidentally, there can be nothing 
more maddening than to have to 
play for any length of time with a 
partner who lacks the fighting 
spirit. I don’t claim any great af- 
fection for players who take me 
down thousands of points in their 
effort to prove that they aren't sis 
sies, but I wonder whether even 
these are not preferable to the 
spineless type. 

“Mere pessimism,” however, can- | 
not explain the fact that East play- 
ed the wrong card virtually every | 
time it was her turn to follow suit. | 
Her failure to give an encouraging 
signal on her partner's opening lead 
was not surprising, considering that 
very few players have the proper 
appreciation of signal cards. But 
her selection of a low diamond at 
trick two was nothing less than as- 
tonishing. Was it possible that she 
expected to take two tricks with 
the queen? 

Even this would not have been 
fatal, however, if she had finally 
“snapped out of it” when declarer, 
after running the diamonds, led a
